CHAPTER 225. 
AN ACT to authorize cities of the first class to purchase auto- 

mobiles for the use of their various departments. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and 
assembly. do enact as follows: 

In all cities of the first class of this state, whether 
operating under a general or special charter, whenever the 
board of public works shall deem it for the best interest of the 
city to purchase automobiles for the use of any of the depart-
ments of said city without the intervention of formal contract.
